He 
said he is an engineer and 
said there are three of the 
four entrances to the build- 
ings in violation of both City 
and State electrical codes.

yellowjackets, bees and f 


ants as well as anoccasional 
cockraoch and termite in 
urban locales, which he 
says, range ‘from nurseries 
to mausoleums, prisons to 
homes and mountains to 
sewers.” 

Mosquitos thrive in the 
stagnant waters of gutters, 
catch basins and flood con- 
trol channels in cities, and 
even in swimming pools, 
bird baths and cemetery 
flower pots. Entomologist 
Mir Mulla is working on 
ways of disrupting their 
growth with chemicals and 
on ways of enhancing na- 
ture’s own anti-mosquitos 
weapons—animals, such as 
fish, that prey on mosquitos 
and diseases that kill them. 

Mulla’a work on house 
dust mites may bring relief 
to millions of people prone to 
respiratory allergies. The 
microscopic mites live in 
the dust that collects in and 
around beds. The mites are, 
found in almost every home, 
although they only affect 
people with allergies. Be- 
cause chemical control of 
mites is ineffective, Mulla is 
studying the biology of the 
mites to determine what 
factors—the level of humid- 
ity they need to survive, for 
example—can be manipu- 
lated to combat them. 

Mulla has also developed 
a chemical that smells 
enough like human odor to 
attract eye gnats to small 
amounts of pesticide. The 
re are a particular prob- 
em in the desert where they. 
annoy both golfers and 


ceptional service to his lodge and to 
the Masonic principles in general, it 
was said.

Strong consults on the best 
methods of storage and does 
alot of detective work, using 
his understanding of insects 
to determine how and where 
they entered stored food. 

Strong says his work not 
only affects consumers di- 
rectly by protecting them 
against bugs in their food, 
but also keeps the cost of 
products down by “keeping 
the manufacturers out of 
court and helping them 
avoid the necessity of dump-’ 
peek carloads of infested 

ood.” 


Brown has spent over 30 
years studying ways of con- 
trolling the more than 400 
kinds of insects that attack 
some 1,600 species of trees 
and other woody ornamen- 
tal plants in California’s 

ards and parks. He has 

een victorious against 
many such insects, includ- 
ing bugs that were hollow- 
ing out needles on pines in 
the Big Bear area, leaving 
the trees looking like they’d 
been scorched. 

He is currently looking for 
controls on the bark beetle 
which spreads the spores 
that cause Dutch elm dis- 
ease, now ravaging trees in 
the San Francisco Bay 
Area. 


Brown says that what 
makes his work urban 
rather than agricultural en- 
tomology is that, with the 
trees and other plants he 
studies, ‘the so-called ‘pro- 
duct’ is beauty. That is, the 


worth of ornamental plants 


after they are set out in the 
landscape is in the aesthetic 
pleasure they give us.”’ 


These researchers—and 
others whose work can be 
applied to urban insect 
problems—are a new breed 
of scientist likely to increase 
in number as they strive to 
make urban life safer and 
more comfortable. They 
may not be able to close 
Pandora’s box, but they will 
do their best to keep 
everyone from going buggy. 
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religious life 
among slaves 


BERKELEY — A secret 
and often dangerous religi- 
ous life that persisted 
among America’s slaves for 
250 years is revealed in a 
new book by a University of 
California scholar. 

The extensive, hidden 
Christian worship, which 
has been called **the invisi- 
ble institution,” helped the 
slaves keep alive their 
heritage and sense of 
human worth, according to 
Albert Raboteau, assistant 
professor of Afro-American 
studies and history at UC- 


Berkeley. 
From accounts of fugitive 
and former slaves, 


Raboteau provides substan- 
tial new information on an 
underground religion car- 
ried on in secluded 
places—woods, gullies, 
ravines, thickets (‘*hush 
harbors’’) and behind cabin 
doors. There, slaves took 
the gospel of Christianity 
and made it their own, 
Raboteau says. 

“They did not simply be- 
come Christians. The 
fashioned a Christian tradi- 
tion to fit their own peculiar 
experience of enslave- 
ment,” he writes. “They 
took the symbols, myths and 
values of the Judeo- 
Christian tradition and 
formed an image of them- 
selves as God’s chosen 

ople whom He would de- 
iver from bondage, as He 
had done for the children of 
Israel.” 

Raboteau’s 318-page 
book, entitled **Slave Relig- 
ion,’’ has just been pub- 
lished by Oxford University 
Press. In it he tells how the 
slaves extracted from the 
slave-master-controlled in- 
stitutional Christianity 
those aspects most similar 
to their own heritage. These 
included the conversion ex- 
perience, belief in one over- 
all divine force and worship 
through spirituals orally 
adapted from Bible 
stories—which were also 
orally learned and deeply 
revered. 

Raboteau writes: ‘‘In 
identifying with the Exodus 
story, they created meaning 
and purpose out of the chao- 
tic and senseless experience 
of slavery. By obeying the 
commands of God, even 
when they contradicted the 
commands of men, the 
slaves developed and trea- 
sured a sense of moral 
superiority and actual 
moral authority over their 
masters.” 

Raboteau’s definitive 
study of black religion 
under slavery from the 17th 
century to emancipation 
has led him to conclude that 
it is just too simple to say 
that religion made the 
slaves docile. ‘Slave tes- 
timony indicated that Chris- 
tianity influenced some 
slaves to accept and others 
to rebel against their en- 
slavement,”’ he writes. 

Their religion was itself 
an act of rebellion, he says. 
The slaves’ worship of 
Christ’s teachings and 
God’s promise of deliver- 
ance risked floggings and 
even death. 

Consequently, he says, at 
the core of their religion was 
a private place. Sometimes 
they prayed while huddled 
behind quilts and fd th 
which had been thoroughly 
wetted "to keep the sound of 
their voices from penetrat- 
ing the air’ and hung up in 
the form of a little room. 

Raboteau reports that the 
most common device for 


preserving secrecy. indoors 
was an iron pot or kettle 
turned upside down. The pot 
was usually placed in the 
middle of the cabin floor or 
at the doorstep and slightly

Six CETA 
jobs get 
funding 


ALBANY — The six 
CETA jobs in Albany have 
been given a new lease on 
life, according to William E. 
Haden, City Administrator. 

As aresult of a City Coun- 
cil directive, Haden ap- 
pealed to the Alameda 
County Board of Super- 
visors and had the program 
extended through March 31, 
with a possibility it can run 
through July 21, he said yes- 
terday. 

The funding, through gov- 
ernment money, means the 
six jobs in the CETA city 
program will assure a con- 
tinuous effort on the part of 
those employed under the 
program at both City Hall 
and at the Senior Center, 
Haden said. 

At the City Council meet- 
ing of January 15, a letter 
from Mrs. Jan Foreman 
was read in which she ap- 
pealed for a concentrated 
effort by the Council and the 
city staff to get an extension 
of the betain She cited 
the work done, in particular, 
with the Senior Center 
people. 

In her letter, Mrs, Fore- 
man said, ‘‘This program 
lets them know (the mem- 
bers of the Senior Center) 
that there are programs, ac- 
tivities and various services 
available to them. They are 
more in touch with the out- 
side world.” 

Haden said the complete 
funding through the gov- 
ernment money for the six 
months period will amount 
to between $21,000 and 
$22,000. The City doesn’t 
contribute anything to the 
program, he said.

Centuries old “Suicides are 


sixth killer 
in country 


IRVINE—Victims of a 
leading cause of death in the 
United States often display 
symptoms that go unnoticed 
or are ignored by those who 
could prevent the fatal out- 
come, according to Dr. 
Marvin Miller, visiting lec- 
turer in the School of Social 
Sciences at the University of 
California, Irvine. 

Death by suicide, believed 
to be the sixth largest cause 
of death in the United 
States, is increasing, says 
Miller, and no effective 
measures are being taken to 
reduce its incidence. 

Miller, who holds a docto- 
rate in gerontology from the 
University of Michigan, is a 
consultant in ce rine 
During fall term, he taught 
a three-unit class at UC 
Irvine titled “Suicide: the 
Preventable Death.” 

“There are thousands of 
books and articles that deal 
with suicide and at least 150 
suicide prevention centers 
across the country—yet 
suicide is still widely mis- 
understood,’’ Miller said. 
Fay and friends who 
normally are close to the 
victim rarely take notice of 
the symptoms before it’s too 
late.” 

According to Miller, about 
27,000 suicide cases are re- 
ported in this country each 
year. He estimates the ac- 
tual number to be closer to 
50,000. Many suicides go un- 
reported to shield surviving 
family members from the 
social stigma attached to 
suicide, or to prevent loss of 
insurance benefits. 

The nation’s suicide rate 
is based on the annual 
number of deaths by suicide 
reported per 100,000 people. 
Since World War II, the rate 
has fluctuated between 9 
and 13. But, Miller points 
out, the population of this 
country has greatly ex- 
panded in the past 30 years, 
which means the actual 
number of suicides also in- 
creased dramatically. 

“In the past 20 years the 
suicide rate in this country 
has more than doubled 
among certain groups. The 
most noticeable increase is 
in the numbers of young 
people who are taking their 
own lives, especially women 
between the ages of 20 and 
29, members of racial] 
minority groups and college 
students.” 

The cause of student 
suicide has been attributed 


to many factors, according 


to Miller. One popular 
theory is that since most 
student suicides take place 
at prestigious 
institutions—those schools 
which have the reputation 
for the stiffest entrance and 


graduation requirements— 
the pressures to succeed 


may drive some students to 
suicide. An opposing but 
equally popular theory is 


that the same institutions 
tend to attract suicide-prone 
students—high-achieving 
men and women whose 
compulsive and perfec- 
tionist nature predisposes 
them to suicide. 

Whatever the cause, Dr. 
Miller believes that many 

otential suicides can be 
identified by their behavior 
and counseled away from 
taking what he says is a 
permanent resolution to a 
temporary problem. 

On several occasions he 
has spotted potential 
suicides enrolled in his clas- 
ses. He emphasizes that his 
course is designed to give 
background information on 
suicide and to help students 
recognize suicide behavior 
in others. It is not a counsel- 
ing session for the suicidal. 
Still, he says, a suicide- 
prone student occasionally 
enrolls and invariabl 
makes himself or herself 
known. 

“Many send a clear signal 
for help by making inordi- 
nate demands on my time. 
They want to discuss per- 
sonal matters with me be- 
fore and after class and 
beyond my regular office 
hours..They, make frequent 
telephone calls to my home, 
sometimes at late hours.” 

“I emphasize to students 
that my class is not a substi- 
tute for therapy. When I spot 
students who have confes- 
sed that they’ve attempted 
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"Dist ’ 
destructive behavior, I ti 
todirect them to counsel 
As far as I know, no one 
any of my classes has con 
mitted suicide.”’ 

The suicide distress si, 
nals given by students 
ror those given by most 
suicides in other segments 
of society and, in many 
cases, are ignored by those 
who could help. }

havorial clues to their inten- 

tion, Miller said. The most 

obvious of these are previ- — 
ous attempts to take their — 
lives. Other signals of an — 
impending’ suicide are | 
dramatic changes, for no 
apparent reason, infamiliar 
routines of eating, drinking, 
secant or sexual activity. 

‘The tragedy is that 
many families may have 
seen these signs but chose to 
ignore them, perhaps in the — 
hope that the problem would 
go away,”’ he said. 

Miller believes current ef- 
forts to stem the numbers of 
suicides in this country 
through the use of crisis in- 
tervention centers are not 
effective. 

~Seldorn will a suicide try 
to reach someone at the last 
minute to talk him out of 
taking his own life. My ap- 
proach would include a 
nationwide publicity cam- 
paign to educate the general 
public to the behavior sig- 
nals of suicide, much like 
the program the American 
Cancer Society used to edu- 
cate the public to the danger 
signs of cancer. 

“We can greatly reduce 
the numbers of suicides by 
simply being aware of the 
behavior of those close to 
us—while they are still close 
to us.”
